The  vote  by  a  majority  of  the  state  s  citizens  who  went 
to  the  polls  to  legalize  the  sale  of  whiskey  in  the  state  does 
not  mean,  of  course,  that  drinking  is  right.  The  use  of 
alcoholic  beverages  will  be  just  as  much  a  sin  as  it  has 
always  been.  .  . 

Because  somethfng  is  legal  does  not  mean  that  it  is 
morally  right.  For  instance,  wide  open  gambling  is  legal 
in  Nevada,  but  that  does  not  make  it  right.  Polygamy  is 
legal  in  some  countries  of  the  world,  but  that  does  not  make 
it  right.  Prostitution  is  legal  in  some  cities,  but  that  does 
not  make  it  right. 

Sin  is  sin!  A  bottle  of  legal  liquor  will  produce  the 
same  evil  results  as  a  bottle  of  bootleg  booze.  The  only  ^ 
difference  will  be  that  there  will  be  many  more  of  them' 
because  they  will  be  so  easy  to  obtain.  i 

Our  Southern  Baptist  leaders  and  people  are  to  be  [ 
commended  for  the  string  stand  which  they  took  against 
legalizing  the  liquor  traffic.  We  put  up  a  game  fight  apd  | 
tlje  results  indicate  that  our, people  took  their  stand  and; 
were  counted  as  Opposing  liquor.  But  we  must  face  real- 1 
istically  the  fact  that  our  resident  church  membership  is' 
only  about  ten  per  cent  of  the  population  of  the  state,  and 
that  many  of  these  are  children  and  young  people  not  old 
enough  to  vote. 

From  the  practical  viewpoint,  now  our  churches  .should 
launch  an  intensive  program  of  education  concerning  the 
evils  of  alcohol.

Negro  citisens  of  ^erlca 
whose  labor  helped 
this  country  from  a  wilderness 
—each  and  all  of  these  groups 
have  felt  and  continue  to  feel 
“Man’s  inhumanity  to  man.” 

At  the  pre.'cnt  the  great«r 
tensions  growing  out  of  this  re¬ 
curring  racial  malady  appear  in 
the  southern  region  of  our  land. 
The  Supreme  Court  decision  of 
1954  on  the  status  of  legal  seg- 
gregation  in  the  public  schools 
precipitated  a  racial  conflict 
that  has  raged  for  these  five 
years.  The  issue  has  been  com¬ 
plicated  by  the  radical  demtuids 
for  immediate  and  complete  re¬ 
moval  of  all  forms  of  segrega¬ 
tion  on  the  one  hand,  and  by  an 
equally  radical  insistence  on 
the  maintenance  of  the,  tradi¬ 
tional  system  of  segregation  on 
the  other.  These  two  extremes 
have  nullified  much  of  the 
progress  in  racial  understand¬ 
ing  that  had  been  made  within 
the  last  decade.  Extreme  ad¬ 
vocates  nf  both  positions  be¬ 
came  about  the  only  voices  that 
were  heard  on  the  racial  issues 
involved. 

Seek  Freedom 

This  Commission  believes  the 
time  has  come  for  a  Christian 
rapproachement  on  this  ques¬ 
tion.  In  any  solution  we  seek 
the  freedom  of  the  individual 
and  the  full  autonomy  of  the 
churches  mast  be  recognized 
and  respected.  But  at  the  same 
time,  we  mast  remember  that 
the  church  is  the  body  of  which 
Christ. is  the  Head.  It  is  to  be 
governed  by  his  laws,  motivated 
by  his  love,  and  guided  by  his 
mind  and  Spirit.

The  church 
I  has  a  double  role  to  play  in 
facing  these  tensions  and  the  is¬ 
sues  that  create  theth.  Its  pri¬ 
mary  role  is  to  proclaim  its  gos- 
.  pel  of  love,  mercy,  and  justice 
^  tor  all  men.  But  as  ftie  body  of 
i  Christ  in  its  community  it  must 
I  stand  as  a  witness  to  righteous- 
I  ness  amid^the  material  and  so¬ 
cial  concerns  that  affect  the 
,  lives  of  men. 

I  Social  Evils  Seen 

[  One  of  the  sources  from  which 
these  tensions  arise  is  the  area 
of  industrial  '  relations.  The^ 
S  Christian  citizen  and  his  church 
'  should  work  for  the  economic 
security  of  all  the  people  with¬ 
in  the  community.  All  of  us  feel 
that  somebody  should  do  some- 
i  thing  about  the  social  evils  that' 
I  prevail  all  about  us,  but  too  few 
j  among  us  are  willing  to  accept 
responsibility  for  the  social  and 
econoinic  conditions  that  form 
the  soil  in  which  these  evils  de- 
( velop. 

]  Both  the  Christian  workcl:  and 
■  the  Christian  investor  and  man¬ 
ager  have  a  witness  to  give  in 
the  area  of  organized  labor  and 
management.  No  l^ss  is  this  wit¬

The  TVA  director-nominate 
recently  returned  to  the  United 
States  from  a  visit  to  Latin- 
American  nations  where  he 
toured  Baptist  mission  points. 
Last  year  he  made  a  brief  non¬ 
political  trip  to  Russia  to  com¬ 
municate  with  Soviet  Baptists. 

During  the  past  year  he  has 
been  active  in  helping  Baptists 
of  America  seek  ways  they  can 
work  joward  world  peace.  At  his 
suggestion  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convenjioo  last  year  named  a 
Committee  on  World  Peace.  The 
Committee,  of  which  Hays  is  a 
member,  will  report  May  22  to 
I  the  1959  session  of  the  SBC  at

Rev.  Luk^B.  Smith,  pastor  of 
Highland  Hills  Baptist  Church, 
Macon,  Ga.,  was  elected  assist¬ 
ant  secretary  for  missionary  per¬ 
sonnel  for  the  Southern  Baptist 
Foreign  Mission  Board  at  its 
semi-anhual  full  meeting  in 
Richmond,  Va.,  April  7-8. 


President  Eisenhower  announ¬ 
ced  he  would  nominate  the 
former  Arkansas  Congressman, 
now  serving  as  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  to 
fill  an  unexpired  term  running 
about  one  year. 

Hays  would  succeed  Frank  J. 
Welch  of  Lexington,  Ky.,  who 
resigned  before  the  end  of  his 
term.  It  was  not  known  whether 
Hays  would  seek  reappointment 
to  a  full  nine-year  terra  on  the 
TVA  board  in  1960. 

In  the  position  on  the  three- 
member  TVA  board.  Hays’  of 
fice  would  be  in  Knoxville, 
Tenn.  Since  his  Congressional; 
term  ended  earlier  this  year, 
Hays  has  devoted  his  time  to 
private  law  practice  here,  fre¬ 
quent  lectures  throughout  the 
country,  and  his  responsibilities 
as  SBC  president. »

The  explanation  lies  in  the  fact 
that  God  empowers  and  blesses  those  who  seek 
to  do  His  will  and  follow  His  word. 

UnHy 

An  aggressive  church  program  can  come 
only  from  and  through  a  united  membership, 
and  unity  demands  one  final  authority.  This  authority  is  Jesus, 
the  head  of  the  church.  Each  member  of  any  -local  church,  who 
is  born  into  the  Kingdom  of  God,  is  a  member  of  the  body  of 
Christ.

«  Death  To  Self 

To 'the  man  who  has  dftd  with  Christ  and  then  tasted  the 
thrill  of  the  new  life  in  Christ,  one  dominant  ^esire  remains;  to 
please  the  Lord  Jesus  himself.  Since  Jesus  always  placed  the 
will  of  God  above  His  own  desire,  he  expei-ts  the  Christian  to 
place  the  will  of  Christ  above  his  own. 

Death  to  self  is  the  foundation  of  repentance  and  faith,  and 
necessary  for  salvation.  The  trouble  comes  among  our  fellow¬ 
ships  when  we  refuse  to  stay  dead.

away  and  raced  across  the 
snow.  Taylor  found  t^^  at 
the  edge  of  another  stream  after 
chasing  them  for  several  miles. 
Here  there  was  no  bridge  at 
all,  and  there  was  nothing  to 
do  but  swim  across  with  the 
horses. 

He  finally  reached  a  cabin 
after  dark,  half  frozen  and  his 
arms  and  hands  numb  and  swol¬ 
len.  Dazed  for  several  days 
by  his  ordeal,  the  evangelist 
soon  broke  out  in  a  scaly  rash 
which  covered  most  of  his 
body. 

^  Taylpr  is  still  marked  today 
by  that  rash,  the  result  of  what 
even  he  agrees  was  one  of  his 
worst  experiences  as  a  frontier 
preacher.

Nothing  Stops  John  Taylor 
From  Forming  New  Churches 


CORN  CREEK,  Ky.,  Novem¬ 
ber,  1800  —  <BP)  —  John  Tay¬ 
lor,  a  pioneer  Baptist  preacher 
who  has  seen  more  of  the  fron¬ 
tier  of  Virginia  and  Kentucky 
than  many  explorers  and  trap¬ 
pers,  has  left  his  trademark — 
another  Baptist  church  —  in 
this  section. 

Corn  Creek  Baptist  Church, 
the  latest  gathering  of  the  rev¬ 
ered  Baptist  leader,  was  organ¬ 
ized  this  fall  and  has  about 
twenty  members.  Other  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  which  Taylor  has 
helped  to  organize  since  edming 
to  Kentucky  include  Clear 
Creek,  Great  Crossing,  Boone’s 
Creek,  Bullittsburg,  and  Buck 
Run. 

Driven  by  a  burning  zeal  to 
take  the  Baptist  message  to 
frontier  settlements,  Tas^or 
probably  has  ridden  more  miles 
and  preached  more  sermons 
than  any  other  pioneer  preach¬ 
er  in  Kentucky.  Hostile  In¬ 
dians,  the  trackless  wilderness, 
frozen  and  flooded  streams, 
mud,  cpld,  rain — nothing  stops 
the  fearless  evangelist  when  he 
has  a  self-appointed  mission  to 
preach,  to  a  handful  of  settlers 
in  a  remote  cabin  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness.  . 

I  Courage  of  ■  Lion 

I  One  of  the  first  preachers  to 


enter  Kentucky,  Taylor  began 
his  frontier  ministry  in  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Although  he  disclaims 
any  skill  as  a  hunter  or  woods¬ 
man,  he  has  the  courage  of  a 
lion  and  is  as  calm  in  the  face 
of  danger  and  hardship  as  the 
m(^  famous  frontiersman. 

^P^t  long  after  Taylw  came 
to  Kentucky,  with  all  that  he 
owned  loaded  on  three  horses, 
he  became  the  me^enger  for 
the  first  revival  in  the.  state. 
It  began  in  Taylor’s  cabin  in 
the  wilderness,  which  had  the 
earth  for  a<floor,  and  resulted 
in  the  formation  of  the  Clear 
Creek  Baptist  Church. 

Now  almost  fifty,  Taylor  ad¬ 
mits  that  he  is  not  quite  as  ac¬ 
tive  as  he  was  when  he  was 
preaching  on  the’ Virginia  fron¬ 
tier.  He  still  bears  the  scars  of 
his  battles  with  the  wilderness 
as  he  struggled  to  take,  the  gos¬ 
pel  to  frontier  settlements.
